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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-1 7 are allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record fail to teach or suggest the method of pressing two opposing 
copper or copper alloy electrodes on opposite sides of said layers of sheet metal to provide a 
contact force and electrical contact with said layers for said spot weld, said electrodes each 
having a round body with a diameter of at least 1 1 millimeters and terminating at one end in a 
round cone with a spherically crowned weld face surface, the diameter of said crowned weld face 
surface being in the range of 1 1 millimeters to the diameter of said body and the radius of said 
spherically crowned weld face surface being in the range of about 20 to 35 millimeters, 
and the surface of said crowned weld face surface having a texture; and passing a welding 
current between said electrodes to produce a spot weld nugget between said workpieces.
